avoided. Lumps are very easily formed 
when a quantity of dry starch comes sud- 
denly jmto contact with boiling water. In 
such a case the inner uncooked portion is 
‘surrounded and protected from the influence 
of heat by an outer coating of starch which 
- has been modified by its contact with boil- 
ing water. Such a lump is very elastic and 
‘annot be broken up by any ordinary means. 
Of course, in the beater this takes place, 
but still the small particles are composed of | 
‘onvlomerates of starch grahules, and nei- 
ther a felt nor the finest sieve will separate 
them. In loft dried papers there is not so | 
much danger of such starch lumps showing 
up in the paper ; but when the paper has to 
Pass over machine driers at a high tempera- 
‘ure the starch lumps,are burst by the ac- 
tion of heat, and form*the familiar and un- 
‘ightly semi transparent spots in the paper. 

It is quite a common practice in some 
stades of paper to add dry as well as 
boiled starch to the engine, and this is

the pulp, which it takes off 
and carries over the couch 
roll; and a fourth portion.

point where it enters the 
pulp, is uncovered and ex- 
posed to the free entrance 
of the air current created by 
the exhaust. A _ sufficient 

* amount of air to supply the 
exhaust fully is, however, 
not admitted through this 
portion of the roll, and a 
strong inward current is still 
maintained through the por- 
tion of tLe roll carrying the 
pulp and that in contact with 
the felt. A strong inward 
suction is also exerted upon 
the portion submerged in the 
pulp. The effect of this ex- 
haust throughout the roll is 
materially to aid in the de- 
posit of pulp upon the sub- 
merged surface of the roll, 
and to draw in water rapidly 
from the pulp layer so de- 
posited. The water runs off 
freely through the outlet pro- 
vided, or is drawn out 
through the exhaust passage 
in the form of spray or mist.

the felt is necessary to keep it clean, and it 
lasts much longer. 

The couch roll C carries the felt G, as 
usual. The roll being in fixed bearings the 
tension upon the felt is constant. Its cylin- 
drical surface 1s perforated and its hollow 
interior connected with the exhaust. The 
surface of the roll is covered with one or 
two thicknesses of porous cloth, through 
which light covering the strong exhaust cur- 
rent readily passes, spraying the water 
drawn through the felt from the pulp and 
carrying it rapidly away from the inner sur- 
face of the roll, both that part of the surface 
which is under the felt and that part which 
is not. This cloth covering being partially 
dried during that part of the roll’s revolu- 
tion when the felt does not rest upon it, is 
in condition, when it again meets the felt 
to absorb the water rapidly from the felt, 
and the pulp layer thereon. Sufficient 
air passes through the covering and the 
part of the roll which is free from the 
felt partially, but not fully, to supply 
the exhaust, so that a considerable portion 
of the inward current must pass through 
the felt and pulp. The peripheral surface 
of the hollow under the press roll P, which 
carries the felt at the other end of the ma- 
chine, is perforated. It is also connected 
with the exhaust, and the water pressed or 
drawn from the pulp through the felt passes 
freely into the interior of the roll, thus mak- 
ing the pulp more dry as it winds upon the 
upper press roll Q. Air to supply the ex- 
haust current in addition to what passes 
through the felt enters that portion of the 
roll not covered by the felt. 





Another feature is a large suction box, S, 
of special and novel construction, connected 
with the exhaust by a suitable pipe, Y, and 
applied to the under surface of the pulp bear- 
ing felt, so as still more rapidly to dry the 
web of pulp. 

In its essential parts the suction box con- 
sists of a box extending under the felt, from 
one side thereof to the other, and as long in 
the direction of the length of the felt as may 
be required, preferably about 3 feet ; closed 
except the top, which is covered by a sec- 
tion of a traveling, porous belt, T, arranged 
to move with the felt which rests upon it. 
The belt T may pass over rollers R, form- 
ing the ends of the box, and in that case 
may return under the bottom of the box, the 
end rollers running close to the bottom and 
sides and forming the only air stop needed. 

In the construction shown the belt, T, re- 
turns inside of the box, S, its edges being 
secured to flexible, flat-linked, riveted 
chains, U, which run close to the sides of 
the box, being held apart by a series of 
| transverse bars, V, under the belt, which 
enter corresponding grooves in the end 
| rollers, so that an accurate movement of 
the belt is secured. The ends of the box 
approach close to the belt, but sufficient air 
can enter at these points or between the 
chain edges and the sides of the box to 
provide a sufficient supply of air for the ex-

APPLETON, Wis., February 13, 1893. 

The weather this winter in this part 
of the country, and especially during the 
month of January, has been more severe 
than for a dozen years at least previously. 
Railway traffic is just beginning to recover 
from the demoralization of a series of bliz- 
zards which badly impeded train moving 
for two Almost no freight was 
moved, and a severe coal famine settled 
down upon the valley, from the effects of 
which it has not yet recovered. Many paper 
manufacturers were compelled to burn any 
sort of refuse they could procure that would 
go under their boilers, and several mills 
were actually obliged to shut down for sev- 
eral days on account of lack of fuel. The 
cold weather had also a very pronounced 
effect upon the water supply in the river, 
many of the wheels being down at Neenah 
and Menasha. The present flowage of the 
river is 135,000 cubic feet per minute, the 
nominal low water flowage being 150,000 
cubic feet. Manufacturers, therefore, are 
far from complaining under ordinary condi- 
tions. 

Arrangements are being perfected for 
building two new paper mills at Menasha. | 
I shall probably be at liberty to give the de- 
tails regarding these enterprises in my next 
letter. 

The plans for the buildings of the newly 
organized Riverside Fibre Company have 
been prepared by C. B. Pride and show that 
the plant will be very compact and well 
arranged.

Why do 
not the business men of the country 
| help to assist the poor debtor and pun- 
ish the wrongdoer? There is a lax- 
ity in our business affairs which at 
times seems inexcusable, and it is not 
too much to say that indifference on 
the part of business men has at times 
stimulated fraud and placed a premium 
Even our great ex- 


|orable men, neglect the very essen- 
tials of the charter which gives them 
organized being, for their professed ob- 
jects are to foster and protect trade. 
Passive indifference is like an unpro- 
gressive firm ; it sits with folded hands, 
Micawber-like, waiting for those bet- 
ter times which it does nothing to 
help bring about. In the remarkable 
business enterprise of to-day it is pass- 


| ing strange that a greater percentage of 


it cannot be given to help make trade 
safer and more honorable. The char-

What is wanted in a paper mill machine 
room is good light, good air, perfect venti- 
lation, moderate temperature and cleanli- 
ness, and in the Newhall Engineering Com- | 
pany’s arrangement these conditions are all 
secured.

The importance of the watermarks in 
paper as a means of determining the age 
and source of undated documents has been 
recognized and admitted by numerous au- 
thors who have written on paper. One of 
these among the most competent, Huillard 
Bréhollis, of the National Ar- 


chives, Paris, thus expressed himself twenty

years ago: ‘‘ The history of watermarks, 
arranged in aclassified method, represent- 
ing those trade marks which would serve to 
identify the source of papers, remains to be 
written. It would be alike interesting to 
the industry itself and to the study of pale- 
ography. The art of deciphering or deter- 
mining the age of manuscripts is closely 
bound up with the age and time of the 
manufacture ot the paper on which they are 
written or printed.” 

C. M. Briquet, of Coté, No. 6, Geneva, is 
occupied at present in making a collection 
of the watermarks and other ciphers in pa- 
per, and desires to be furnished with any 
which will help on the work in which he is 
engaged, and we translate freely the con- 
tribution he is making in recent numbers of 
the Moniteur de la Papeterte Frangatse.

Nevertheless, Mr. Briquet has commenced 
to collect, without any preconceived plan, 
in every locality he has visited, the paper 
marks employed from the most remote times 
up to the middle of the seventeenth century, 
of course recording exclusively those from 
documents of an established recognized 
date. 

This work shows on the one part a certain 


geographical radius, and on the other the 


period of time in which the species of paper | 


was employed. These two results offer 
alike an interest; the first facilitates the 
historical researches which fix the situation 
of the paper mills employing these marks, 
and the second permits one to determine 
approximately the date of the paper bearing 


these marks. In this last point of view it is 


interesting to establish whether these marks 


were long employed, because in general the 
greater part of those in use were but of 
short duration. 

After ascertaiulng, by previous researches, 
that the paper industry had its most ancient 
and important seat in Italy, Mr. Briquet 
commenced his labors in that country. He 
made there many visits to the state archives 
of Genoa, Turin, Milan, Bresnes, Mantua, 
Venice, Bologna, Modena, Parma, Florence, 
Lucca, Pisa, Sienna, Rome, Naples and 
Palermo, that of the Vatican and some of 
the provinces, the municipal archives of 
ten or twelve localities, the centres of the 
paper manufacture there, and finally some 
of the most important notarial and hospital- 
ieres’ archives, such as Genoa, Milan, 
Treves, Bergamo, Pistoia, Vicenza, &c.

These figures demonstrate that in Italy at 
least—and that country has not a special 
situation in the paper industry—the changes, 
and those rapidly of paper marks, is the 
general rule. It is true that certain families 
of marks existed a long time, such as the 
Pascal Lamb, the Fleur de Lis, the Eagle, 
and the Angel, which were employed for 
four or five centuries; the letters of the 
alphabet, which we encounter from the year 
1286, are still used in the present day ; but 
the types, often numerous, which composed 
these families, and which each had their 
distinctive features, were not of long dura- 
tion. 

When this isthe case and we note them— 
for instance, the Three Hills, which was in 
use for 146 years—it does not follow that 
the mark of 1360 resembles that of 1500 ; 
far from that ; in fact it signifies merely
